DEMETRIUS  POLIORCETES 

One  of  the  great  leaders  of  the  early  1  lellenistic  Age  was  Demetrius,  known  to  history  as 
Poliorcetes — the  Beseiger.  Second  only  to  Alexander  the  Great  in  stature,  his  life  and 
career  was  a  series  of  ups  and  downs,  victories  and  defeats. 

He  was  born  in  336  B.C.,  the  son  of  Antigonus  and  Stratonice,  and  married,  before  he 
was  sixteen,  to  Phila,  daughter  of  Antipater.  At  the  age  of  19  he  was  given  his  first 
command  at  the  battle  in  Para?tacene  against  Eumenes  and,  when  he  was  23,  his  father 
appointed  him  Strategos  over  Syria  and  Phoenicia. 

In  312  he  was  defeated  by  Ptolemy  I  of  Egypt  at  the  battle  of  Gaza  but,  two  years  later, 
recovered  Cilicia  from  Ptolemy.  In  307  he  freed  Athens  and  Megara  from  Cassander,  as 
a  result  of  which  he  and  his  father  were  hailed  by  the  Athenians  as  “Saviour  Gods”  and 
altars  decreed  for  their  worship. 

In  306  Demetrius  was  recalled  from  Greece  and  led  an  expedition  against  Cyprus. 
While  besieging  the  capital,  Salamis,  he  defeated  Ptolemy  in  a  naval  battle  and,  after 
securing  possession  of  the  entire  island,  received  the  title  of  “king”  from  Antigonus. 

It  was  at  Salamis  that  Demetrius  first  struck  coins  in  his  own  name,  when  he  issued 
gold  staters  with  the  figure  of  Nike,  blowing  trumpet  and  holding  naval  standard, 
standing  on  a  prow.  Silver  tetradrachms  also  used  the  Nike  type  as  an  obverse  coupled 
with  a  reverse  of  Poseidon  brandishing  a  trident,  clear  reference  to  the  naval  victory. 
The  hemidrachm  (B121  in  the  sales  list)  featured  on  the  cover  is  of  similar  design. 

The  statue  in  the  Louvre  of  the  “Winged  Victory”,  or  the  “Victory  of  Samothrace” 
has  been  assigned  to  the  time  of  Demetrius  on  the  evidence  of  his  coins,  although  it  has 
been  disputed  by  some  authorities. 

In  303  Demetrius  married  for  a  second  time  and,  after  several  more  campaigns, 
recaptured  Ephesus.  Two  years  later  he  was  defeated  at  Ipsus  in  Phrygia  by  the  allied 
armies  of  Seleucus,  Lysimachus  and  Pleistarchus.  Antigonus  was  killed  at  Ipsus  but 
Demetrius  managed  to  escape,  first  making  certain  of  his  hold  upon  Ephesus  and  then 
proceeding  to  Athens,  which  promptly  closed  its  gates  against  him.  In  300  Seleucus 
proposed  an  alliance  with  Demetrius  which  was  accepted  and  ratified  by  the  marriage  of 
Demetrius'  daughter  to  Seleucus. 

After  several  attempts  Demetrius  eventually  captured  Athens  in  294  and  the 
following  year  became  king  of  Macedonia.  In  288  Lysimachus,  Seleucus,  Ptolemy  and 
Pyrrhus  formed  a  new  alliance  against  Demetrius  whereupon  the  Macedonians,  grown 
tired  of  their  leader  and  his  endless  wars,  deserted  to  the  enemy.  Demetrius  was  forced 
to  flee  to  Greece  where,  only  pausing  to  marry  for  a  third  time,  he  rallied  his  forces  and 
embarked  on  more  campaigns  until  he  was  eventually  defeated  by  Seleucus  in  285,  after 
most  of  his  followers  had  again  deserted  him.  He  was  held  in  honourable  captivity  near 
Apameia  in  Syria  and  died  there  some  three  years  later  at  the  age  of  54. 

During  this  eventful  and  colourful  career,  Demetrius  issued  many  varied  coinages 
which,  because  of  their  great  complexity,  discouraged  may  numismatists  from  under¬ 
taking  any  kind  of  exhaustive  survey.  The  mammoth  task  was  left  to  Edward  T.  Newell 
who  published  the  fruits  of  his  research  in  1927  and  catalogued  182  distinct  varieties.

In  the  June  Editorial  you  asked  for  opinions 
about  the  Swan-with-Two-Necks  token.  I  en¬ 
close  a  photocopy  of  an  advertisement  in  the 
Exeter  Flying  Post  of  9th  June,  1803. 

This  seems  of  interest  both  as  showing  a 
coach-and-horses  almost  identical  with  the 
Palmer  and  Lad-Lane  tokens,  and  also  as  giving 
the  opportunity  of  placing  oneself  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  an  intending  traveller:  How  do  I  get 
myself  and  my  baggage  to  the  New  London  Inn 
by  such  an  early  hour?  Which  coach  do  I 
choose?  Inside  or  out?  How  do  I  know  if  there 
will  be  a  seat  for  me?  Whom  do  I  pay?  Who  will 
weigh  my  baggage?  If  my  luggage  is  of  odd 
poundage  will  I  give  or  get  a  halfpenny  or  a 
token?  Or  perhaps  after  all  I  should  choose 


“Cheap  Travelling”  in  the  two-horsed  “Origi¬ 
nal  Royal  Balloon  Coach  with  a  guard”  running 
from  Thompson’s  Coach  Office  to  The  Sara¬ 
cen's  Head  Inn,  Snow  Hill,  London  —  “Short 
passengers  :  4d  per  mile”  —  as  advertised  in 
the  same  issue  of  the  Post ? 

None  of  this  is  relevant  to  the  significance  of 
the  “W.W.”,  but  if  the  token  was  made  after 
1792,  Wilson  could  hardly  have  been  the  issuer. 
The  Palmer  tokens  are  dated  1797;  those  of 
Ibberson  presumably  are  approximately  the 
date  of  the  muled  piece  (1800).  Dalton  & 
Hamer  do  not  claim  the  Lad-Lane  token  for  the 
18th  century,  while  Davis  does  claim  it  for  the 
19th.  Further,  Davis  said  it  was  made  by  Halli- 
day  (born  c.  1780);  if  he  is  right  this  makes  the 
piece  almost  certainly  19th  century;  possibly, 
even,  it  is  one  of  his  181 1-15  issues.  By  coinci¬ 
dence  another  W.W.  (William  Wyon  —  1795- 
1851)  worked  as  apprentice  for  Halliday  from 
1809-12  (Forrer.  Biographical  Dictionary  of 
Medallists). — Dr.  G.^H.  L.  BULLMORE, 
Kingston,  Surrey. 


My  hope  is  that  as  well  as  being  of  interest  to 
some  of  your  readers,  someone  will  be  able  to 
tell  me  the  intended  use  of  the  piece  illustrated, 
which  is  shown  actual  size.  The  numerous  small 
scratches  on  the  field  show  that  it  must  have 
circulated  freely.  The  enlarged  letter  E  shows 
the  style  of  lettering,  which  I  suppose  may  be 
called  Victorian  Theatrical,  used  on  the  circum¬ 
scription,  the  word  LIMITED  being  in  block 
letters  across  the  field.  The  description  is  — 
Bronze,  with  narrow  raised  rim  and  beaded 
border.  Edge  —  plain.  Both  sides  are  exactly 
alike,  so  there  is  no  clue  as  to  the  intention  of 
the  issuer.  Knowing  virtually  nothing  about  this 
piece,  I  shall  be  grateful  for  any  information. —

Mr  F.E.  Dixon's  article  entitled  "Tokens  of 
Lloyd's  Weekly  News”,  which  you  published  in 
the  Bulletin  for  January-February  1985  (No. 
797,  page  21),  was  instructive  as  I  have  one  such 
piece — a  George  III  Soho  halfpenny  (date 
indecipherable)  with  the  lirst  overstamp  as  des¬ 
cribed  by  Mr  Dixon  on  the  obverse  and  the  third 
overstamp  on  the  reverse. 


But  I  also  have  a  similar  halfpenny  dated 
1806  in  poor  condition.  The  poor  condition  is 


not  without  interest  for  it  is  not  only  generally 
worn  but  appears  to  have  been  hammered  along 
the  periphery  on  each  side- — -apparently  in  ord¬ 
er  to  obliterate  the  raised  margin.  Could  this 
have  been  preparatory  to  an  overstamping 
which  never  took  place?

I  must  say  the  forgeries,  particularly  the 
sixpence,  in  my  opinion,  is  lirst  class,  in  fact  I 
am  of  the  opinion  these  may  have  originated 
from  the  Mint  via  some  employed  villain.  (??)

NATIONAL  COIN  WEEK  AND  COINEX  85 

Two  major  numismatic  events  take  place  this  month — NATIONAL  COIN  WEEK, 
which  begins  on  7  October  and  culminates  in  COINEX  85,  the  seventh  international 
coin  fair  organised  by  the  British  Numismatic  Trade  Association  (BNTA). 

The  BNTA  was  founded  in  1973  when  a  number  of  the  country’s  leading  dealers  came 
together  to  represent  the  numismatic  trade  in  dealings  with  the  Government,  Treasury. 
Royal  Mint  and  other  bodies.  It  was  decided  that  if  the  BNTA  was  to  gain  respect  it 
should  have  a  high  code  of  ethics  to  which  all  members  must  strictly  adhere. 

As  well  as  representing  the  numismatic  trade,  the  BNTA  also  plays  an  important  part 
m  NATIONAL  COIN  WEEK  as  well  as  promoting  COINEX  and  COINEX  NORTH.

Roman  site  looted.  Lord  Taylor  of  Hadfield, 
founder  of  Taylor  Woodrow,  is  mounting  an 
all-night  guard  on  a  wheat  field  on  his  Surrey 
estate  after  looters  with  metal  detectors  dug  up 
Roman  coins. 

The  field  at  Wanborough,  near  Guildford,  is 
believed  to  be  the  site  of  a  Roman  temple  and 
an  exploratory  excavation  was  carried  out  by 
archaeologists  some  years  ago.  The  coins  being 
removed  are  of  gold  and  silver. 

Before  leaving  on  a  business  trip  to  Canada 
yesterday  Lord  Taylor  said:  "These  vandals 
have  been  trampling  across  the  recently-sown 
wheat  field  and  digging  it  up  in  their  search  for 
these  Roman  coins.” 

“I  plan  to  preserve  the  field  until  we  have 
harvested  the  wheat,  hopefully  in  August  if  we 
have  a  good  summer,  and  then  arrange  a  proper 
dig.” 

Dr  David  Bird,  Surrey's  county  archaeolo¬ 
gist,  said:  "At  first  two  or  three  local  people 
found  a  few  coins  which  they  took  to  Guildford 
Museum,  and  there  was  a  treasure  trove 
inquest.  Unfortunately  the  location  of  the  site 
was  given  and  that  led  to  more  looters  with 
metal  detectors  digging  up  coins.”  —  Guy  Rais 
in  The  Daily  Telegraph ,  27  April  1985. 

Treasure  trove  sites  plundered  at  night.  Mil¬ 
lions  of  pounds  worth  of  historic  coins  are  being 
plundered  from  treasure  trove  sites  by  teams  of 
fortune  hunters  who  operate  with  metal  detec¬ 
tors  in  the  middle  of  the  night. 

The  racket  came  to  light  when  more  than 
5,000  coins  were  stolen  systematically  from 
land  owned  by  Lord  Taylor  of  Hadfield,  chair¬ 
man  of  Taylor  Woodrow,  the  builders,  at 
Wansborough,  Surrey. 

The  coins,  mainly  from  two  Celtic  tribes 
called  The  Atrobaetes  and  the  Catuvellauni, 
are  valued  at  between  £500,000  and  £1  million. 

Only  about  900  of  the  gold  and  silver  coins, 
believed  to  have  come  from  the  coffers  of  a 
religious  temple  dating  back  to  about  AD60, 
have  been  recovered  so  far. 

Det.Sgt.  Alan  Bridgcman,  from  Farnham, 
has  discovered  that  the  fortune  hunting  has 
been  expanded  to  sites  throughout  Britain  and 
has  passed  on  information  to  other  police 
forces. 

"Some  of  these  people  have  been  trampling 
over  archaeological  sites  searching  for  coins 
and  have  completely  ruined  them  for  future 
digs,”  he  said. 


The  looting  from  the  Surrey  site,  which  has 
been  declared  a  treasure  trove  by  a  coroner, 
was  discovered  when  Lord  Taylor  complained 
to  police  that  vandals  had  been  digging  holes  in 
one  of  his  cornfields. 

A  security  guard  found  about  20  people 
armed  with  metal  detectors  and  spades  working 
by  torchlight  in  the  cornfields  one  night. 

Four  were  arrested  and  several  others  ran 
off.  At  a  later  date  four  others  were  arrested 
digging  in  the  same  spot.  They  had  come  from 
all  over  Britain. 

The  gold  coins  are  valued  at  between  £2,000 
and  £3,000  each  and  the  silver  coins  between 
£100  and  £1,000  each.  They  are  sold  to  dealers 
who  do  not  ask  too  many  questions. — John 
Weeks  in  The  Daily  Telegraph ,  14  August  1985. 

Misguided  missile.  Essex  police  were  investi¬ 
gating  last  night  how  a  rogue  guided  missile 
wrought  havoc  in  Stanford-le-Hope,  after  two 
treasure  hunters  tried  to  cut  it  up. 

The  two  men,  aged  25  and  26,  whose  iden¬ 
tities  were  not  disclosed,  found  the  1950s 
ground-to-air  missile  at  Bradwell  Marshes,  a 
former  testing  range  on  the  Essex  coast. 

They  took  it  home  and  tried  to  drill  through 
it.  Discovering  it  was  live,  they  threw  it  into  the 
garden  and  poured  oil  over  it  to  cool  it  down. 

The  rocket  then  careered  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
through  four  garden  fences  and  smashed  two 
concrete  posts  before  burying  itself  three  feet 
into  the  ground.  It  was  later  retrieved  by  the 
Royal  Army  Ordnance  Corps. — Daily  Tele¬ 
graph,  29  April  1985. 

Turn  up  for  the  Mary  Rose.  A  £500,000  ope¬ 
ration  to  put  the  Tudor  warship  Mary  Rose 
back  on  an  even  keel  for  the  first  time  in  four 
centuries  begins  today  when  the  wooden  hull 
will  be  rotated  from  the  60-degree  angle  at 
which  it  sank  440  years  ago  in  a  battle  against 
the  French. 

The  Mary  Rose  lay  tilted  on  the  seabed  and 
was  kept  at  the  same  angle  in  a  special  dock  at 
Portsmouth  naval  base  after  being  lifted  from 
the  Solent  in  1982.  Engineers  have  devised  a 
means  of  turning  the  hull  back  on  to  an  even 
keel — without  damaging  her  brittle  structure— 
to  make  viewing  the  ship  and  her  artefacts  more 
interesting.  Public  viewing  galleries  are  being 
built  in  the  dry  dock. — Daily  Telegraph ,  24 
June  1985. 
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COINS  &  TOKENS  OF  CORNWALL  by  J.  A. 
I).  Mayne  and  J.  A.  Williams.  A.  Wheaton  and 
Co.  Ltd.,  Exeter,  Devon,  1985.  210  x  145mm. 
92pp.,  line  drawings  in  the  text.  Paper  covers. 
£3.95  (plus  £1  postage). 

The  title  of  this  book  does  not  tell  all:  also 
covered  are  miscellaneous  tokens,  tickets, 
medals  and  paper  money.  The  sections  on  pre- 
1820  tokens  are  very  largely  repeats  of  those 
originally  in  Mr  Williams'  Cornish  Tokens , 
published  by  D.  Bradford  Barton  Ltd.  [1970], 
with  some  additional  specimens  noted,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  17th  century.  It  is  most  unfortunate 
that  too  many  errors  in  the  earlier  work  remain 
uncorrected  in  the  present  one.  Not  only  this, 
but  in  resetting  the  type  for  the  new  book,  I 
noted  that  nearly  20  fresh  mistakes  in  the  de¬ 
scriptions  of  the  1 7th  century  tokens  alone  w'ent 
unnoticed  during  proof-checking  stages. 

Mr  Mayne  has  developed  the  earlier  book 
into  a  good  general  account  of  the  local  numis¬ 
matic  scene  in  Cornwall.  The  first  two  chapters 
deal  with  coins  minted  in  the  county:  silver 
pence  of  Launceston  in  the  10th  to  12th  cen¬ 
turies,  and  the  Civil  War  coinage  struck  for 
Charles  I  in  gold  and  silver  at  Truro,  in  1642-3. 
Apart  from  other  denominations,  20  different 
varieties  of  halfcrown  are  described;  some 
proper  illustrations  are  especially  missed  here. 

In  the  sections  on  tokens,  different  varieties 
are  described  with  some  background  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  issuers,  as  in  Cornish  Tokens.  Mr 
Mayne  has  greatly  extended  the  notes  on  post- 
1820  tokens  into  a  separate  chapter  on  miscella¬ 
neous  tokens  and  medallions,  giving  descrip¬ 
tions  of  many  items  and  some  background  in¬ 
formation,  and  has  written  a  further  chapter  on 
banknotes.  The  book  concludes  with  some  ideas 
on  current  prices  a  collector  can  expect  to  pay 
for  the  various  series,  although  the  Truro  coin¬ 
age  issues  are  not  mentioned. 

Many  of  the  drawings  of  specimens  through¬ 
out  the  text  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Photo¬ 
graphs  would  obviously  have  increased  the 
price  of  the  book,  but  at  £3.95  it  is  so  reasonable 
that  some  could  have  been  included  even  if  the 
cost  were  £2  or  so  higher.  These  and  the  other 
shortcomings  mentioned  above  apart,  how¬ 
ever,  the  work  can  still  be  recommended;  a 
good  number  of  items  do  not  appear  in  print 
anywhere  apart  from  in  this  book.  One  hopes 
that  the  idea  behind  it  will  be  copied  by  knowl¬ 
edgeable  numismatists  in  other  counties  ol  the 
British  Isles.

ACQUISITIONS  OF  MEDALS  ( 1978-1982)  by 
Mark  Jones.  British  Museum  Occasional  Paper 
No.  42,  London.  1985.  299  x  214mm.  155pp.  + 
96  plates.  Paper  covers.  £11,  including  postage; 
obtainable  direct  from  the  British  Museum, 
London  WC1B  3DG. 

This  substantial  Occasional  Paper  is  a  very 
welcome  addition  to  those  in  the  series  that 
have  originated  from  the  Department  of  Coins 
and  Medals  in  recent  years.  Substantial  physi¬ 
cally  and  m  its  contents  since  it  catalogues  2,091 
items  acquired  during  the  years  1978-82.  The 
size  and  extent  of  the  acquisitions  in  this  area  of 
commemorative  medallions  arises  from  the 
Trustees  agreeing  in  1977  and  1979  to  provide 
two  special  funds  for  the  purchase  of  medals. 
One  was  for  pieces  of  the  19th  and  20th  cen¬ 
turies,  the  other  for  the  acquisition  ol  contem¬ 
porary  work.  The  majority  of  items  in  this 
catalogue  therefore  fall  into  these  categories 
although  also  included  are  pieces  acquired  from 
the  Duke  of  Northumberland's  two  sales  in 
1980  and  1981,  and  from  the  Eugene  Meunier 
collection  in  1979.  Material  from  both  these 
collections  has  made  considerable  additions  to 
the  Department's  holdings  in  French,  German 
and  Scandinavian  medals  of  the  17th  and  18th 
centuries. 

The  catalogue  of  acquisitions  is  arranged 
alphabetically  under  country  (43  are  listed),  in 
several  instances  then  being  subdivided  chrono¬ 
logically.  Although,  as  may  be  expected,  the 
pieces  acquired  are  substantially  of  European 
origin  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are 
items  from  the  countries  of  the  Middle  and  Far 
East,  as  well  as  several  from  the  African  conti¬ 
nent.  Entries  are  very  brief,  being  gathered 
together  under  the  artist's  name  where  known 
(and  preceded  by  short  biographical  details  as 
appropriate);  the  title  of  the  medal,  which  is 
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often  the  subject,  is  next;  the  date;  occasion  of 
the  production  of  the  medal  where  known;  its 
material;  size  in  mm.;  source  and  accession 
number.  Illustrated  medals  are  designated  by 
an  asterisk  against  their  number.  Some  idea, 
even  if  only  in  a  very  few  words,  of  the  subjects 
depicted  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  would  have 
been  welcome.  In  the  many  instances  of  por¬ 
trait  medals  the  obverse  is  obviously  presumed 
to  be  the  person  named  but  this  is  not  always  so 
(Italy,  39;  G.  B.  Belzoni)  and  there  is  no 
knowing  whether  the  reverse  is  a  blank  or  has  a 
motif.  An  index  of  artists  is  provided  and  also  a 
subject  index.  This  latter  is  more  concerned 
with  people  as  subjects  as  against  categories — 
your  reviewer  must  declare  his  interests  in 
being  very  pleased  to  find,  whilst  browsing 
through  the  catalogue  entries,  medals  for 
Charles  Roach  Smith  (Great  Britain  48),  Dame 
Kathleen  Kenyon  (Great  Britain  130)  and 
Jean-Philippe  Lauer  (Egypt  2),  but  no  entry 
under  'archaeologists’.  The  collector  who 
wishes  to  ascertain  if  there  are  medals  listed  in 
similar  vein  will  have  to  read  completely 
through  the  subject  index  to  make  sure  that  he 
has  not  missed  anything  that  might  be  of  inter¬ 
est.  Generally  the  production  by  typewritten 
camera-ready  copy  is  good;  it  is  perfectly  ad¬ 
equate  for  this  kind  of  catalogue  presentation 
(however,  care  must  be  taken  in  the  checking  of 
the  script,  e.g.  that  doyen  of  medallists  Fred 


Kormis  was  certainly  not  born  in  1987  as  the 
entry  on  p.  84  would  have  us  believe). 

Having  commented  on  the  lack  of  description 
of  the  subjects  represented  one  must,  in  all 
fairness,  note  that  this  is  partly  alleviated  by  the 
generous  provision  of  96  plates.  These  are  far 
better  in  quality  and  clarity  than  we  normally 
find  in  BM  Occasional  Papers,  no  doubt 
because  of  the  generally  larger  size  of  the 
medals  as  against  small,  often  poor  specimens, 
from  coin  hoards.  Over  250  medals  are  illus¬ 
trated,  many  by  both  obverse  and  reverse  and 
the  work  of  Philip  Attwood  in  laying  out  the 
plates  in  so  attractive  a  fashion,  especially  con¬ 
sidering  the  often  odd  shapes  of  some  of  the 
medals,  is  to  be  commended. 

Mark  Jones  continues  to  provide  us  with  keys 
and  guides  to  the  area  of  the  Department  of 
Coins  and  Medals  that  is  his  particular  concern 
and  responsibility.  His  standards  are  high  and 
his  task  enormous;  students  and  collectors  look 
forward  to  his  next  publication  in  this  area  of 
study  because  he  is  opening  new  ground  in  a 
field  that  has  for  too  long  been  neglected  in  this 
country.

A  SMALL  FIND  OF  16th 
CENTURY  SHILLINGS  FROM 

CO.  LAOIS

National  Museum  of  Ireland 

Among  the  non-integrated  coins  in  the  collection  of  the  National  Museum  are  four 
English  silver  shillings  from  Rathdowney,  Co.  Laois,  dating  to  the  reigns  of  Philip  and 
Mary  and  Elizabeth  I.  Since  the  individual  coins  were  not  of  any  particular  significance 
they  were  kept  apart  from  the  main  collection  and  possibly  for  that  reason  escaped  the 
attention  of  Brown  and  Dolley  in  their  1971  listing  of  British  and  Irish  coin  hoards  post- 
1500.1  The  coins  are  as  follows: 

ENGLAND 

Philip  and  Mary  (1554-8)  Shillings  ( 1 ),  undated. 

Elizabeth  I  (1558-1603):  Shillings  (3),  1560-1,  1582-3  and  uncertain. 

Our  only  evidence  for  the  find  is  a  note  written  on  the  envelope  containing  the  coins. 
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which  states  briefly  that  they  were  "dug  up  at  back  of  Police  Barracks,  Rathdowney". 
There  is  no  date  but  the  type  of  envelope,  style  of  writing  and  the  use  of  the  word 
"Police"  rather  than  “Garda"  suggest  that  the  discovery  may  have  been  made  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  century,  perhaps  even  earlier.  Unfortunately,  there  are  no  other 
details  and  although  the  barracks  is  still  occupied  there  is  no  find  recorded  on  the  present 
books.  There  is  no  way  of  knowing,  therefore,  whether  the  four  pieces  represent  the 
total  number  discovered  or  are  part  of  a  larger  find. 

The  little  "hoard"  if  such  it  may  be  called,  is  important  in  that  coin  hoards  of  the 
second  half  of  the  16th  century  have  been  found  on  a  far  greater  scale  in  Ulster  than 
Munster,  Leinster  or  Connacht. ~  There  are  in  fact  almost  twice  as  many  finds  for  Ulster 
as  tor  the  other  three  provinces  combined.  Leinster  is  but  poorly  represented  and  in 
Brown  and  Dolley's  list  there  is  no  hoard  recorded  for  Laois  for  the  entire  16th  century 
and  only  one  hoard — Derryville,  Portarlington — for  the  17th  century.  In  Dolley's 
Medieval  Anglo-Irish  Coins,'  published  in  1972,  Laois  does  not  figure  at  all  in  the  hoard 
lists.  In  recent  years  there  has  been  but  one  smallish  find  from  the  county,  the  Clonaslee 
hoard  of  1981 .  which  dates  to  around  1645-50.* I * 3  4 5  The  Rathdowney  find,  small  though  it 
may  be,  is  therefore  important  as  the  earliest  recorded  find  from  Co.  Laois  for  the  post- 
Viking  period.  The  scarcity  of  coin  hoards  in  this  county  is  rather  difficult  to  explain 
when  we  consider  the  great  upheavel  caused  by  Queen  Mary's  plantation  in  the  1550  s 
and  the  prominent  part  played  by  the  Laois  clans  in  the  wars  and  rebellions  of  the  16th 
and  17th  centuries.  It  is  interesting  to  note  a  comparable  situation  in  early  17th  century 
Ulster  where  the  upheavels  caused  by  the  plantation  have  not  left  their  mark  upon  the 
coin  hoards.  This  has  been  explained  by  the  fact  that  those  dispossessed  were  Irish  who 
were  not  coin  users  on  any  significant  scale. >  Like  all  generalisations,  this  one  is  open  to 
question,  but  the  apparent  similarity  with  Laois/Offaly  is  worth  noting.

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JAMES  P.  WORTON: 
ANOTHER  EXETER  PUB 
CHECK  MAKER

Pub  check  specialists  will  already  be  aware  of  the  Devon  group  of  check  makers  whose 
activities  were  responsible  for  the  unexpectedly  large  numbers  of  checks  now  on  record  for 
the  county.1  Commencing  in  the  early  1850s  three  successive  members  of  the  Seage  family 
and  at  least  one  member  of  the  Helmore  family  operated  in  Exeter,  whilst  Vile  of  Newton 
Abbot  and  Walker  of  Barnstaple  were  also  briefly,  and  much  less  prolifically,  active.2  The 
discovery  of  yet  another  Exeter  maker  may  seem  surprising,  but  fits  in  well  with  the  known 
history  of  check  making  in  the  city  and  may  have  implications  for  the  question  of  how  check 
use  was  first  established  there. 

In  1984  a  group  of  white  metal  checks  of  ‘Devon'  c.  18mm  size  was  brought  to  my 
attention.3  Three  of  the  checks,  with  the  values  ly,  3D  and  6D.  were  issued  from  the  Black 
Lions.  South  Street,  Exeter,  when  Fletcher  was  landlord.  These  had  obverse  legends  in  which 
“WORTON,  MAKER  1  JAMES  ST.”  is  fitted,  in  smaller  lettering,  between 
“FLETCHER'S2'  and  “BLACK  LIONS”.  Hawkins’  Dictionary  entry  for  Worton  refers  to 
Neumann's  record  of  a  check  bearing  the  legend  “J.  P.  Worton  maker  of  brass  and  copper 
checks  23  Bishop  St.  Birmingham”  with  the  reverse  “3  within  circle  of  hatched  semicircles”.4 
However,  a  search  in  directories  revealed  Worton  not  in  Birmingham,  but  in  Exeter.  White’s 
Devon  directory  for  1850  has  “Worton,  engraver  and  lithographer”  in  James  Street,  off 
South  Street,  Exeter  and  subsequent  research  in  the  annual  Pocket  Journals  for  Exeter 
showed  Worton  listed,  in  1849  and  1850  only,  as  “engraver,  James  St.” 

The  lack  of  Exeter  listings,  apart  from  1849-50,  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  Worton 
did  not  live  in  the  city  before  and/or  after  these  dates.  The  Pocket  Journals  do  not  list 
tradesmen's  assistants,  for  example,  and  it  is  possible  that  Worton  was  an  assistant  or 
apprentice  before  1849  and,  given  human  vicissitude,  that  he  ceased  to  be  his  own  master 
after  1850.  However,  the  listing  in  Neumann  indicates  that  Worton  must  have  operated  from 
23  Bishop  Street,  Birmingham  by  1865,  the  year  in  which  Neumann's  catalogue  was 
published.5  This  suggests  that  Worton  may  have  moved  from  Exeter  to  Birmingham  at  some 
point  between  1850  and  1865;  the  fact  that  he  was  not  present  in  James  Street,  Exeter  on  the 
night  of  the  1851  census  giving  some  support  to  this  hypothesis. 

Mr  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins  has  looked  for  Worton  in  Birmingham  directories  and  rate  books, 
and  Mr  Baird.  Local  Studies  Librarian  in  Birmingham,  consulted  further  directories,  but  no 
trace  of  Worton  after  1850  has  been  found,  nor  does  he  appear  at  the  Bishop  Street  address 
in  the  1851  census.  A  James  Worton  is  listed  in  1828/9,  1835  and  1839-43,  as  a  glass  toy 
maker  at  different  Birmingham  addresses.  Whether  this  records  earlier  activities  of  the  same 
man  or  a  relative  is  not  at  present  known,  but  the  existence  of  the  name  in  this  area,  when  it 
apparently  does  not  occur  at  all  in  Devon  and  Exeter,  suggests  Birmingham  as  the  more 
likely  home  area  for  Worton.6 

Comparison  of  the  reverse  of  the  check  described  in  Neumann,  with  a  reverse  common  to 
three  of  the  white  metal  checks,  shows  that  they  were  not  produced  from  the  same  die  but 
from  separate  similar  dies,  and  one  die  may  have  been  copied  from  the  other  (3a  and  3b  in  die 
analysis  below).  The  details  of  the  designs  on  all  the  white  metal  checks  show  clearly  and  the 
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dies  must  have  been  of  reasonably  good  workmanship.  Worton  might  have  used  brass  dies 
initially  and  made  steel  copies  when  he  wanted  to  make  checks  of  even  better  workmanship  in 
brass  and  copper  later.  All  the  white  metal  checks  are  similar  in  appearance  and 
workmanship  and  even  those  not  signed  or  die-linked  to  signed  pieces  can  be  ascribed  to 
Worton  with  some  confidence.  Apart  from  the  pieces  which  occasioned  the  original 
identification  of  Worton  as  an  Exeter  maker,  the  die  analysis  below  includes  a  piece  from  the 
White  Hart.  Exmouth.7  as  well  as  a  previously  recorded  white  metal  check  from  the  Dolphin 
Inn.  Exmouth,  and  brass  Worton  products  from  the  New'  Inn.  Withycombe  and  the  Worth 
Arms  Inn.  Tiverton.  Two  other  recorded  pieces,  both  issued  from  the  Royal  Oak.  Tiverton, 
have  stylistic  similarities  with  Worton's  brass  products,  but  attribution  of  these  to  Worton  is  a 
suggestion  only. 

Some  of  the  Worton  checks  illustrated  below  bear  cryptic  monograms,  not  all  of  which 
have  been  deciphered  with  certainty.  One  group  bears  either  BLACK  HORSE  with  a  PC 
monogram,  or  just  the  identical  PC  monogram  on  its  own.  It  is  assumed  that  all  were  issued 
from  the  Black  Horse.  Longbrook  Street.  Exeter  given  that  most  of  the  group  certainly  came 
from  Exeter,  and  also  that  the  identical  monogram,  using  identical  lettering,  appears  on  a 
check  made  by  Epaphras  Seage  the  Elder  for  Paul  Collings  at  the  Black  Horse.  Two  other 
cryptic  pieces  are  as  yet  unascribed.  These  bear  a  monogram  which  has  been  deciphered  as 
TDC.  but  an  Exeter  landlord  with  these  initials  has  yet  to  be  found.  Still  more  cryptic  is  a 
further  discovery,  in  an  Exeter  collection,  of  a  Worton  reverse  paired  with  a  blank  obverse 
counter-stamped  TE  or  TE. 

The  relationship  of  Worton  with  Epaphras  Seage  the  Elder  is  of  particular  interest.  Worton 
can  only  be  shown  to  have  operated  in  Exeter  1849-50.  The  longevity  of  landlords  means 
that  die  analysis  of  Worton  pieces  adds  nothing  to  this  evidence,  since  the  possibility  that 
Worton  made  some  of  his  white  metal  pieces  in  Birmingham  rather  than  in  Exeter  cannot  be 
ruled  out.  Seage's  earliest  known  products  date  to  1853  onwards  on  present  evidence,  but  he 
is  first  listed  in  1849  as  a  coach-spring  maker  in  Summerland  Street,  so  even  allowing  for 
directory-lag,8  the  two  men  were  in  Exeter  at  the  same  time.  It  looks  at  present  as  if  Seage 
took  over  Worton's  market,  unless,  briefly,  they  were  both  making  checks  in  Exeter  at  the 
same  time.  Seage  invariably  used  wreath  reverses.  The  only  resemblances  between  his 
products  and  those  of  Worton.  apart  from  size,  are  the  layout  of  their  respective  Black  Lions 
pieces,  and  the  use  of  identical  lettering  for  EXETER  on  the  Black  Lions  pieces,  and  for  PC 
on  the  Black  Horse  issues.  Worton.  being  primarily  an  engraver,  would  have  had  pattern 
books  from  which  such  lettering  was  copied.  Seage  could  have  had  similar  books  rather  than 
a  direct  link  with  Worton  as  apprentice  or  assistant,  but  the  real  explanation  for  the 
similarities  may  merely  be  that  the  landlords  of  the  Black  Lions  and  the  Black  Horse  specified 
similar  checks  when  reordering  from  Seage  instead  of  Worton.  In  view  of  the  comparative 
crudeness  of  Seage's  products  (despite  the  fact  that  he  used  brassE  and  his  original  trade  of 
blacksmithing,  it  seems  unlikely  that  he  and  Worton  actually  worked  together  at  any  stage. 

Worton's  brass  products  cannot  be  closely  dated.  Apart  from  the  two  only  provisionally 
ascribed  to  him,  three  out  of  the  four  on  record  are  in  Neumann's  catalogue  of  1865.  and  the 
New  Inn  piece  could  not  have  been  issued  before  1852  (allowing  a  year  for  directory-lag). 
The  white  metal  checks  are  even  less  helpful,  but  could  all  have  been  issued  in  the  1850s.  the 
most  closely  dated  being  for  the  Seven  Stars.  William  Birkett.  1852-4.  The  indications  so  far 
are  that  Worton  went  to  Birmingham  from  Exeter  and  went  on  supplying  Devon  customers, 
eventually  replacing  his  earlier  dies  with  steel  ones  but  retaining  his  old  designs.  If  he  came 
originally  from  the  Birmingham  area  in  the  1840s,  worked  in  Exeter  briefly.  1849-50  at  least, 
and  returned  to  Birmingham  during  the  1850s,  then  it  is  possible  that  Worton  himself, 
familiar  with  the  beginnings  of  check  use  in  Birmingham  in  the  1840s.  took  the  idea  to  Exeter 
and  developed  it  as  a  minor  aspect  of  his  engraving  business.  The  idea,  thus  introduced,  could 
have  become  popular,  leaving  considerable  scope  for  its  inheritors,  Seage  the  Elder,  Seage  the 
Younger  and  Helmore.  It  is  hoped  that  further  research  will  provide  a  more  detailed  factual 
basis  for  this  hypothesis  which  may  then  contribute  to  the  as  yet  incompletely  known  story  of 
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how  the  pub  check  phenomenon  spread  through  England  and  Wales.
